Everybody lias been wondering for 
ihout two months when (he Mock- 
Parliament is going to meet, ft now 
seems fairly certain that all the poli 
ticians arc in term again after the 
strenuous times we. have been going 
hrongh, and that there will be a 
meeting a week from to-day. This 
ircscnl period is probably the most 
active one of the whole college year, 
but so far the coast is clear for Fr!- 
lay, February 3rd. a week from to- 
lay, and that is the date set for the 
opening of Parliament. 

This decision is the outcome of an 
executive meeting of the J-it.. held in 
the Union yesterday afternoon. It is 
rumoured that there were some dis- 
puting voices raised against such a:i 
:arly meeting, but the vievv that the 
indent body of electors would 
irook no further delay was very for- 
:ibly brought forward by Dillon, the 
president. In the end his sound judg- 
inent triumphed, and the Prime Min- 
ister assented. 

Some time ago the government and 
opposition leaders were interviewed 
by the Daily and at that time they 
spoke of many important questions 
to be brought up in this srssiuii. It 
may be well to review these matters 
briefly. 

Although many matters of import 
ahec will be discussed, there arc two 
or three of prime interest. These 
are the issues of movie censorship, 
legislation about overshoes, and the 
building of the railway up to Hudson 
Bay. The matter of movie censor- 
ship is one of great interest to mod- 
ern human beings. The enormous in- 
fluence of the movies upon thr gen- 
eral public makes a vital issue of cen- 
sorship. Should it be abolished in a 
democratic country or is it necessary 
to keep some restraint upon the pro- 
ducers? There are many adherents on

The 
attcr's remarks were few, but vc 
ittj'i The President then called on 
TIagan to present his papf. He 
native of Britis.h Columbia, and had 
prepared some excellent material on 
his subject of immigration. It was 
cry instructive to hear a good paper 
a man who also has :t practical 
cnowlcdgc of his subject. 

The immigration question, as it nr- 
ccts Canada, may be divided into 
♦hree divisions: (1) Hindus; (2) 
Chinese: (3) Japanese. The speaker 
bowed that the third of these was 
jy far the most important. Hind i 
mmigration has now ceased.. Chinese 
mmigration is not serious, because 
he people do not come with the in 
ention of staying here, and do not 
>ring their wives. The Japs are the 
real menace to Canada, because thev 
come here and undersell Cànàdia 
people and gain the positions in fish 
eries and fruit farming. They have 
gained control of these two indus 
tries, and arc also multiplying the 
numbers of their race. 

In his general conclusions O'Hagan 
said that the Japs belonged to a dif 
fcred civilisation, could not be as 
similated by Canada, and were a men 
ace to white people from an econo 
mic and military point of view.

The pulp is o>f tw 
kinds, ground wood or mechanical pul 
and sulphite pulp. The ground wood 
oulp is made by pressing the barked logs 
trainst rapidly rotating grindstone 
which reduce the wood to pulp. In the 
ca?e of sulphite pulp the wood is cut un 
into ships and then cooked The liquid 
is run off and the fibre alone remains 
which is the pulp. In the manufacture of 
naper 80 per cent of ground wood and 
20 per cent of pulp is used. This mi 
turc is introduced into the stock-chest 
on a pondrinial wire rotatipg in water 
The water is run oft and the pulp set- 
tles on the wire as paper. The sulphite 
pulp forms the web of the paper and 
the ground wood the filling.

The campaign for European Student Relief under the aus- 
pices of the Students' Council' is now well under way, and the stu- 
dents of all faculties arc being approached. Although the results 
»re encouraging, there is much room for improvement. The com- 
thittec is asking each student to contribute fifty cents and more if 
possible. Surely we can do this much at least, and there arc many 
who could help to swell the total so that McGill may make a credit- 
able showing in this good work. 

There is no doubt that the cause is a- very worthy one, and 
merits our whole-hearted s\ipport. It is well known that economic 
conditions in Central Europe arc appalling. Unemployment is 
Very prevalent, and many students would leave college at once if 
work were to be had. But there is no work, and so the young peo- 
ple in the face of starvation, arc doing their utmost to prepare for 
better days. Many arc absolutely dependent on help from this 
continent for food. All that they get from any source is a bowl of 
Sbup or a plate of rice and a piece of bread — and not more than one 
such meal a day. Most of the students live in small rooms, which 
are never heated, and often there is only one outfit of clothincr be- 
tween two or three people. In sucli cases they take turns with the 
clothing and go to lectures in rotation. 

Surely, if such conditions were among us we could spare more 
than a mere fifty cents to help our fellow students. These people 
are really our fellow students — let us look a little farther than our 
Own petty affairs. We are assured that every cent we give goes to 
bed these unfortunate people, and at three cents a meal just figure 
ut how far a dollar will go. Let us carry this campaign over the 
top. 




McGILL AND FORESTRY. 



,; The forest is Canada's main asset. The average person, if the 
subject is considered at all, thinks that the timber supply of the 
. .Pqminion is unlimited. The- facts arc that we depend upon the 
. United States for most of our hardwoods, and our supply of com- 
mercial wood is getting farther and farther away. The United 
States as a whole Jias more timber than Canada, and South Amer- 
ica has the world's greatest reserve. Dr. Howe, Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of Forestry, University of Toronto, says that during the past 
fifty years, one million square miles of timber land have been de- 
coyed by fire as compared with one hundred thousand cleared by 
the axe. Fifty per cent of the bush fires are caused by careless fish- 
ermen, campers and picnic parties, and the railways aije blamed for 
twenty per cent. It is said that the time has come-when the prac- 
tice of forestry is just as fundamental to the permanency of our in- 
i dustries as is the pursuit of agriculture. 

The annual convention of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation is now taking place in Montreal. This industry is the back- 
bone of the Province of Quebec, and the total capital invested in 
Canada's paper mills is three hundred and fifty millions. This im- 
portant industry is actively—engaged^ 'in afforestation work, and 
needs trained men. These foresters have been coming from Scan- 
dinavia and the United States, where there arc excellent forestry 
schools, notably at Cornell. The Universities of Toronto, New 
Brunswick and Laval have recently added Faculties of Forestry. 

The vast timber reaches of the Ottawa, the St. Maurice, the 
Sagucnay, and the Lower St. Lawrence arc all tributary to Mont 
real — why not a forestry course at McGill?

both sides of this question, and a very 
interesting debate is sure to result. 
When one comes to the matter of 
overshoes one is up against a momen- 
tous issue. When one reads such let- 
ters as those of Jumping Juniors and 
Agag it is easy to sec that there is 
much to be said on both sides, and 
conversation about the campus often 
tourns to this question. Without cast- 
ing any reflections on any of the 
other writers, it must he said that 
Agag's letter was a most excellent 
production, and it is hoped that when 
she rises to enlarge on her views next 
Friday that the crowd will not over- 
whelm her and cramp her style. 

The matter of the railway to Hud- 
son's Bay cannot be allowed to lie 
on the table any longer. The Oppo- 
sition are pressing for an early settle- 
ment of this matter, and the Govern- 
ment can no longer hold up the par- 
ade. As the question of immigration 
was .settled at the last session, it is 
expected that some desirable settlers 
will be coming to take up the land 
in the Canadian West, and the com- 
netion of the line to Hudson's Bay is 
an immediate necessity. 

These three questions will doubt- 
less be the main issues to be debated. 
As usual before the opening of Par- 
liament, many rumors are circulat- 
ing on all conceivable topics. Prob- 
ably the most talked of matter is the 
formation of a third party.

Gray, Mitts, and Broderick were sus- 
pended from the Athletic Association 
for playing class hockey without a med- 
ical examination. M-cDougall of Arts 
'22 was also suspended for the same rea- 
son, thus disqualifying Arts '22 from 
the Inter-Class Hockey Series. 

Dr. Lamb, Prof. Brown, and R. L. 
Hamilton were appointed as McGill dele- 
gates, and will leave for Toronto to at- 
tend the meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors Intercollegiate Union. 

The various club managers were re- 
quested to try to use a more economical 
system of alloting equipment. The total 
amount of equipment is tremendous and 
requires a very economical system of 
distribution. The managers were also 
asked to pay closer attention to getting 
the eligibility form* in on time, and 
to keep a closer watch for men playing 
without a medical exeamination

One of the most interesting events 
that is scheduled for the near future 
is the open meeting of the Philosophical 
Society which will be held in the Union 
on Monday February 6. A speaker of 
unusual eminence has been secured for 
the occasion in the person of Dean 
Laing, lately appointed to load the Arts 
faculty. The main reason wfliy the exe- 
cutive have secured the Union and have 
proclaimed an open meeting is because 
it feels that the Philosophical Society is 
affording the Dean his first opportunity 
of addressing the students of the Arts 
faculty. It is for this reason mainly that 
Sir Arthur Currie has consented to be 
■present and to introduce the speaker. 

It is very important that a large 
crowd should turn out on this occasion 
to hear the Dean as he comes to Mc- 
Gfll with a great fund of experience, 
gained in his successful career as a 
professor of classics. He has chosen as 
the trifle of his address. "Philosophy 
and the Arts Course." He has assured 
the executive that his address will deal 
with general topics to a large extent and 
for this reason his remarks will be of 
interest to all who may not lie specially 
interested • in Philosophy. However it 
may be said that all who do not think 
that they are interested in philosophy 
should come to hear the views of a 
broad-minded scholar on the subject.

Some 35 Members of Ski Club 
Will Take Trip. 

Fine cold. weather seems assured for 
the Ski Club's trip to the Laurcntians 
this year. There is a lot of snow in the 
mountains, and that is all that is nec- 
essary along with the fine weather !o 
make the ski-ing a success, for the hills 
do the rest. For those who have never 
seen the Laurcntians in the winter, this 
is a fine opportunity to aquaint them- 
with the wonders of the hills in their 
their snow covering. 

The expedition, as stated before in 
the Daily, is scheduled to take place 
this week-end at St. Sauveur, the ideal 
place for ski-ing. St. Sauveur is situated 
a short way from Montreal, requiring 
a journey of less than two hours train 
travel to reach. The usual method of 
getting there is to take the C. P. R. to 
Piedmont, and ski the two miles along 
the road to St. Sauveur. The train 'caves 
Place Viper Station at 4.10 in the after- 
noon, at 8.45 in the morning and also at 
1.15 P.M., on Saturdays. 

The majority olf the trippers arc leav- 
ing on the morning traoin on Saturday, 
giving them two full days ski-ing in 
the mountains. The main idea is to travel 
light. Nobody going up the mountains 
for ski-ing thinks of wearing their or- 
dinary clothe?, and changing at their 
destination to ski-ing togs, but all wear 
their ski-ing outfit on the wap up, 
carrying as small an amount of bagçage 
as is humanly possible. A pair or two of 
extra sox is about the total of necess- 
ities. Skis are checked at the station for 
the sum of twenty-five cents per 
bundle, and the thrifty ones will do 
well to club together and tic a few pair? 
of skis ur> to make "one bundle," thus 
saving the odd quarter. 

Arrangements have been made for 
thirty five to go up, and all who have 
signed up are keen to test out the hills. 
Tt is really many times better ski-itiir 
than is obtained on Mount Royal. The 
hills are so numerous that no monotony 
need be experienced by having to isc the 
same one too frequently.' Another ad- 
vantage is that the slopes are of all de- 
grees of steepness. Not even those who 
have donned skis for the first time this 
month would have any difficulty in 
finding a slope moderate enough to 
practice on. But then, for the man who 
was born on skis, there are hills made 
to order for him, to do all manner of 
turns, or to build for himself thereon 
a jump o>f alarming magnitude.

Working to Provide More 
Adequate Training in 
Citizenship. 

Taylor Statten. Executive Secretary 
of the National Boys' Work Board will 
address a meeting of students in Strath- 
cona Frail this afternoon (Friday) at 
4.30 p.m. 

Mr. Statten has had a remarkable car- 
eer in his chosen field, and is well known 
to many men in all faculties who have 
heard him speak at older boys' confer- 
ences in different parts of the country 
during their High School days. Begin- 
ning as a worker with boys in one of 
the Y. M. C. A's in Toronto he rose 
quickly through his eager interest in 
the cause of teen-age boys to the leader- 
ship of a national movement for the 
conservation of boy life. 

The Boys' Work Rnard of which he 
is Secretary is a National Merger of 
all Protestant organizations in Can- 
ada and at the present time is carrying 
out through the Churches Y M. C. A's. 
Rotary Clubs etc., o>f the country ar, 
extensive programme of Boys Work 
along what is known as "the fourfold 
development plan." 

One of the problems in which Mr. 
Statten is particularly interested is that 
of providing a more adéquate training 
for boys in the. principles of democratic 
citizenship.' He has recently completed 
n Toronto the organization of a Roy's 
Municipal Council the election for which 
stirred up the boyhood of that City as 
nothing barring an occasional Circus 
had ever done in the past. 

In this election over ten thousand 
hoys voted and the campaigns of the 
various candidates showed the possibil- 
ities oi developing boys into citizens 
who will be trained to talk clearly and 
concisely in public and to deal intellig- 
ently with public questions. 

Mr. Statten is now starting on a 
three months coast to coast trip in which 
among other things he CNpccts to form 
similar City Councils in every large City 
and to lay plans for the election of 
Boys' Legislatures in every province. 

He states that within two years he 
hopes to have a National Boys' Parlia- 
ment Meeting in Ottawa.
